CURTAIN HELD 
OVER PAST. 


Concluded Yesterday. 


Trial of Suit for Alleg:d Libel 
Full of Objec ions. 


Defense Will Produce Testimony 
This Motning in Couct 
at San Diego. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDESCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 19.—"‘We desir® 
if the court please, to find out who 
and what this plaintiff is," exclaimed 
Attorney Samuel Shortridge, for the 
defense. 

“Interesting as that might be to the 
attorneys for the defense, I must deny 
them the privilege at this time. It fs 
not proper cross-cxamination,” ruled 
the court. 

This was the upshot of the chief ln- 
cident in today's proceedings in the 
trial of Katherine A. Tingley’s cuit for 
iibel against the Times-Mirror Com- 
pany. Mrs, Tingley was on the stand 
the greater part of the day, and under 
the careful and determined guidance of 
her attorneys, proved a reluctant wii, 
ness in cro@s-exominetion by the ce- 
fense. Coufisel tor ‘the Times desired 
to open up and more or less fully probe 
Mrs. Tingley’s character and general 
behavior in the past, but to this desire 
the attorneys for the plaintiff inter- 
pored vigerous objeciions at every 
turm. wita the resuii that thls o; 
inquiry was abundoned for the pres- 
ent, tne court ruiiog againet the ad- 
mission of this soit of evidence On 
cross-examination. The bulk of the 
tinte at both the morning aad after- 
noon sessions was corsumed by coun- 
sel in presenting and -resisting in- 
numeérable objections to questions pro- 
posed to Mrs. Tingley and to the of- 
fering of newspaper exhibits. — 

A few minutes after 4 O'clock the 
crors-examination of Mrz, Tingley 
concluded and plaintif€ caled Gen. 
Harriszon Gray Otis to the stand. Gen. 
Otis teetified as to the daliy circula- 
tion of The Times during the year of 
191, and as to the property valuation 
of the Times-Mirror Company. Plain- 
tiff then rested, and adjournment was 
taken until tomorrow morning, when 
the introduction of testimony by the 
defense will be begun. 

FORENOON SESSION. 

The courtroom was crowded to the 
doors at the very beginning of this, the 
fourth day of the’ Tingley-Times Ibe: 
inal. Mrs. Tingiey, clad in the same 
biué tunic she has worn on the forme: 
days, resumed her place in the witnesr 
chair, as soon as the proceedings wert, 
opened, but was not allowed to testify 
to anything for nearly an hour, on 4- 
count o1 a wrangle over the propriety 
of the last question propounded to he. 
on. cross-examination just before aa- 
journment ‘Thursday afternoon. ‘Tae 
question was: 

‘48 it not a tact tha prior to the pub- 
lication of the article complained ol, 
articles had been published in othe: 
papers attacking you and your work 
and which had been brought to your at- 
tention?” 

Plaintiff's counse! had objected to this 
as not preper croas-examination. ‘ht 
couftt overruled the objection, but coun- 
sel Jésired to be heard on the point 
before the court's ruling was final. Au- 
th@rities on the subject had been lcokod 
up ove: night and submitted to Judge 
Totrant®. Ex-Judge McKinley begun 
the attack in the morhing and tried to 
roint out to the court why the objec- 
tion should be sustained. He was afraia 
the ruling vould open the door for the 
introduction of art.cles in other papers 
reflecting on ‘he plaintiff. 

Attorney Bhortridge replied that piain- 
tiff had testified that ail. her trouble 
had come from ‘this half-way piayfu! 
raillery article tn the Los Angeles 
Times,’ and the defense ciaimed the 
right to show on ¢ross-examinai on that 
she had allowed unnoticed even 
more defamatory pub!ications. 

Attorney Hunsaker asked: “Can there 
be anything more pertinent than to 
ask what she had been doing prior to 
this? What effect other articles yn 
duced on her?’ 

Attorneys Andrews and Kellogg took 
part in the discussion tn behalf of toe 
defenge, Mr. Feliceg «poke of the dit- 
ference between mental and physical 
suffering, and there was no limit 
to mental anguish; he degree of men- 
tal suffering inflicted by a libelous pub- 
lication depended uyon the tempera- 
ment of the victim. Retteretfoon of a 
libel would Aggravate the suffering 
a Sensitive-Victim, while it might blunt 
the sénajblilities of a thick-ekinned per- 


son. he inference from counsel's re- 
marks wat that Mrs. Tingley is very 
hence the greater sufferer. 


The court, in adhering to his former 
decision everruling the objection-to the 
question, delivered extended remarks in 
support of his action... He sald there 
Was confusien of so-cailed learning 
in th® law of libel_in text-books and 
decisions of courts; he had come to the 
conclusion tha: there wea too aiuch 
leirning on the subject, and for his 
part he would be governed by common- 
sense principles. ‘ 

“If the defense can show upon cross- 
examination that other causes were 
existing at the time of. this alleged libel- 
ous publication, which produced or 
contributed to plaintiff's condition, they 
have a right. to do it. The Los Angeles 
Times. cannot be held responsible for 
any suffering she may have endured 
on account of. other publications. The 
defense has a right to show on cross- 
examination anything which would 
raturally have produced or contributed 
to this mental condition for which she 
claima damages. The objection § is, 
therefore, cverruled.”' 

TINGLEY CROSS-EXAMINATION., 

It was 10:50 o'clock when the crors- 
eyamination of Mrs. Tingley was re- 
sumed. The ruling by the court ai’ow- 
ing questions as to other publications 

riot to the alleged libelous article in 

e¢ Times created an opportunity of 
which the defense Was not slow to take 
advantage. When the question 4s to 
havirg seen derogatory articles4n other 
papers was pasreed, Tingley an- 
swered: | 

“I can say it was a fact that other 
articles were written, some of which 
were brought to my attention, but none 
that affected me as this outrageous 
erticlé of Mr. Otis im the Los Angeles 
Times.”’ 

The iatter part of the answer was 
objected to as not responsive, snd was 
atricken out. The next question put by 
Mr. Hunsaker brought forth a storm of 
protests from plaintiff's counsel. They 
said it Waa too broad, The question 
war: 
“From the beginning of the Universal 
Brotherhood to the time this action 
was brought, is it not a fact that your 
right to act or assume to act as the 
head of the Theosophical movement 
“Was attacked and questioned by nu- 
merous publications brought to your at- 
tention?” 


Mr. Huneaker, in reply to objections 
urged by plaintiff's counsel, said: 

“It is legitimate to show to what

The court overruled the onjection. 

In replying to the question, Tingley 
said. it was not her habit to read puo- 
lications reflecting upon her, unless a 
direct attack was made. She never 
made a practice of reading papers; no 
other direct accusation except the ar- 
ticle in the Los Angeles Times was 
ever brought to her attention. She de- 


lications attacking her ‘position, but on 
being questioned further, admitted 
that she must have read some articles 
other than The Times’ article, that re- 
flected on her. 

CRITICISED BY “HERALD.” 

Mr. Hunsater here sprung a_ little 
surprise on the plaintiff, by showing 
her a copy of the Los Angeles Herald 
of September 16, 1900, containing a 
lengthy article, filed with damaging 
criticisms of herself and her manage- 
of the Universal Brotherhood. 
She was asked when she first saw it, 
but she couldn't see it at all, because 
she did not have her glasses. She -#ald 
she had no recollection of reading the 
Herald article in question, although 
she might have done so. While a 
messenger was sent after her glasses 
so she could more closely examine the 
Herald article, Mr. Hunsaker pro- 
ceeded © to interrogate her on other 
lines. 

‘For some two or three months prior 
to the publication of the article in 
The Times complained of. what work 
were you engaged in?’ was asked. 

She repiied: “All the general work 
of the organization, editing the New 
Century, caring for children, etc.” She 
had no regular working hours, she 
Said, but generally put in as much 
time as Was necessary, sonietimes 
staying up as late as 1 o'clock In the 
morh ing. 

“At that time I worked very much 
harder,” she said, “than since I re- 
celved the shock of this attack. I have 
not been able to take physical exer- 
cise and air since that time. as I did 
before. [ used to be able to walk five 


or Six miles a day, but cannot do so 
any tore,” 
Asked as to her physica! disorders 


in the past, she said she had had 
pneumoni*, fever and heart. difficulty. 
Sne was born with heart trouble, but 
the attacks were transitory, usually 
lasting only a moment. 

Mr. Hunsaker then sought to show 
that Tingley had other causes of worry 
than efiticism by The Times. He 
asked various questions in regard to 
controversies with Protestant minis- 
ters and addresses made by  herscif 
and others at the Isis Theater, but 
the court sustcined objections. At 
last she was aliowed to answer some 
of the queries in regard to public dis- 
cussions, and she said the controversy 
with San Diero ministers was carried 
on by Point Loma students, and not 
by herself. She denied that she pre- 
pared or revised addresses for them. 
The students were under her leader- 
ship, he said, and received instructions 
from her, but she did not _furnish 
them with ideas. She was ch iIn- 
terested in the discussions at the Isis 


Theater, and may have made  o¢- 
casional comments, but did not 
tend the meetings regularly, because 


she was too busy. 
STORY OF THE “SHOCK.” 


Asked to explain definitely how, 
where and when ehe received a 
“shock” on account of the article’ in 


The Times of October 28, 1901, she did 
not recollect definitely when the ar- 
ticle was first called to her attention. 
The paper was handed to her at the 
Conservatory of Music in San Diego 
while she was busy, and she put it 
in her bag, and did not read it before 
she reached the seclusion of her. own 
room at the Point Loma homestead, 
She was alone when sthice received the 
“shock.” 

This line of testimony was inter- 
rupted by the finding o: the madam’s 
glasses by one of her attendants. After 
she adjusted her spectacles, the copy 
of the Los Angeles Herald was again 
handed her, and she scrutinized at 
some iength the defamatory article, 
conspicuously displayed on the front 
page, with a large -portrait of hers 
self, and again she declared she had 
never read the article, and had no 
recollection of ever having it called 
to her attention. : 

“Didn't you take this matter up with 
the publishers of the Los Angeles Her- 
ala?" 

“How can I say when I do not re- 
member having seen it before now?’ 

Counsel for plaintiff’ objected to any 
further questions being asked on this 
head, and Mr. Hunsaker'retorted that 
he was eimply trying to test her mem- 
ory to see if he could not freshen it. 
The question whether any one had 
taken the matter up with the Herald 
was ruled out. 

The examination again recurred to 
addresses delivered at the Isis Theater 
just prior to the publication of the al- 
leged itbe'ous article in The Times. 
‘Plaintiff's recollection of these events 
was very vague and her answers 
evasive. Among other things she de- 
clared that she never spent any time 
in preparing her speeches, but spoke 
as the spirit moved her. 

POINT LOMA NOT HOME. 
The next point touched upon was in 
regard to her place of residence, and 
the fact was developed that she does 
not Claim Point Lema as her home. Al- 
though her headquarters have been 
there. fer .the last threg years,. she 
Was not permanently located there. 
-“‘Tomorrow I may be in India,” she 
said. She did not explain whether it 
was her physical or her astral self that 
could be transported to the other side 
of the globe in so short a time. 

The next question asked evoked a 
storm of objections from. plaintiff's 
counsel. “What had been your busi- 
ness prior to the time you became the 
leader of the Universal Brotherhood?” 
Mr. Hunsaker asked. ;

AFTERNOON DOINGS. 

The courtroom was crowded at. the 
afternoon session. Judge “Torrance 
opened proceedings by explaining that 
his remarks, which were excepted to 
by counsel tor the defense before the 
neon recess, were intended only for 
the attorneys in the case, and not for 
the jury. 

Mrs. Tingley, upon resuming her 
‘Seat on the witness stand, was asked 
to state her name in full. She eaid 
it was Katherine Augusta Wescott 
and added “Tingley’’ as after- 
thought, Wescott having been her 
maiden name. Asked her age, she 
replied, somewhat shyly, “54.” 

Mr. Hunsaker then asked, among 
other questions, “On October 28, 190], 
were you married? Had you any 
family at that date? Had you any 
children? During the month of Oc- 
tober, 1901, and prior to the 28th day 
of that month, were you engaged in 
litigation here, in cases in which it 
was charged that you were detaining, 
children at Point Loma, unlawfully? 
Is it not a fact that on October 7, 19e!, 
a petition was filed in this court for 
a writ of habeas cerpus, by William 
Griswold, charging that you were un- 
lawfully detaining Bertha Griswold at 


the homestead? Did you not engage 
in such contest? Isn't it true that on 
October 24, 1901, there was filed in 


the Superior Court by John J. Bohn 
an application for a writ of habeas 
corpus on the charge that his minor 
chiltiren, Donald L, and Ralph Max- 
well Bohn, were unlawfully detained 
at Point Loma? Dtd you not, between 
October 24 and October 28, 1901, de- 
vote considerable time and attention 
to habeas corpus proce;diings, brought 
by John J. Bohn? Isnt it a fact that 
you read in the San Diego papers, be- 
tween October 24 and 28, 1901, accounts 
of the proceedings in the Bohn habeas 
corpus case?" 

All these questions were objected to 
by plaintiff's counsel, and ruled our 
by the court. Plaintiff wag allowed 
to answer this: “State what publica- 
it you did read affecting your- 
self.” 

“I could not tell you what publica- 
tions I did read outside the one in 
the Les Angeles Times.” 

PUBLICATIONS RULED OUT. 

Tingley's attention was called to an 
article in the New York Herald of 
May 2, 1899, about the ‘Theosophists 
wanting to know what had become of 
funds for the Cuban children. She was 
excused from stating whether she had 
read the article or not. A long wrangle 
ensued over the attempted introduc- 
tion of an article in the San Dieso 
Evening Tribune of October 24, 1901, 
for the purpose of showing that she 
had other matters troubling her af out 
that time, than the publication in the 
los Angeles Times. T court took a 
hand in the discussion] and delivered 
an exhaustive opinion which, while 
admitting that it s perfectly legit- 
imate cross-examination for the de- 
fendant to attempt to establish that 
there were other causes which might 
have produced or contributed to pro- 
duce the mental suffering alleged to 
have been endured by the plaintiff as 
a result of the publication in The 
Times, he took the ground that there 
must be some limit to this line of in- 
quiry. The court therefore sustained 
the objection raised by plaintiff's 
counsel. The defense entered an ex- 
ception to the ruling and to the lan- 
guage of the court. Mr. Hunsaker felt 
constrained to respectfully remonstrate 
against implied strictures of the court 
that the defense was delving for un- 
necessary facts, but the court reas- 
sured him that he was entirely satis- 
fied that counsel was acting in good 
faith. 

Being apparently unable to make 
any headway on the lines pursued dur- 
ing the early part of the afternoon, 
counsel for the defense withdrew for 
consultation. Upon returning to the 
attack, Mr. Hunsaker asked the wit- 
ness (Mrs. Tingley:) “Is the article 
complained of here the only one that 
ever gave you any shock or caused 
you any sleeplessness 

An objection was interposed and sus- 
tained. Mr. Hunsaker then changed 
the form of question \to read: “is the 
article complained of the only thing 
that has occurred to worry you or to 
give you a shock since about the time 
of the publication of this article?” 

“It’s the only article _ ever gave 
me a permanent shock. ave no rec- 
cineetings of ever being so herrified,” 
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a read the article three times, and 
the effect was it gave me a positive 
nervous shock. The horror of children 
being starved and other horrible ac- 
cusations so shocked me I could not get 
my usual amount of sleep. 
constant apprehersion about the insti- 
tution and the children. It was a reg- 
ular nightmare to me.”

AMERICAN SITUATION. 

- Indications That Pacific Fleet Will 
not Assemble in Southern California 
Waters This Winter—Potter Hotel In-

BANTA BARBARA, Dec. 19.—The 
armored cruiser New York arrived off 
Santa Barbara at noon today, coming 
from San Francisco and covering the 
distance in about twenty-two hours, 
She cast anchor a few hundred feet 
from the commercia] wharf and it is 
given out that she will remain here 
for about ten days, after whi she 
will make a short cruise to San Diegd, 
return to San Francisco, about the first 
week in January. This itinerary is 
what an officer gave out today, al- 
though there is an apparent disposi- 
tion to say as little as possible con- 
cerning the future movements of the 
great fighting vessel, which was Ad- 
miral Sampson's hip at the battle 
of Santiago during the Cuban troubles. 
While it must be submitted as the re- 
sult of guess work, certain reasons 
have been given for the suspicion that 
the New York will not remain in Santa 
Barbara waters as long as it is said 
she will and that she will not return to 
San Francisco during the first week 
in the year, unless the difficulty at 
Venezuela has been settled to the sat- 
isfaction of the governments involved 
in the pending embroglio by that time. 

It may also be said that there is 
something to support the theory that 
the Navy Department at Washigfton 
has temporarily abandoned its former 
intention of assembling the Pacific 
squadron in Southern . California 
Waters for midwinter maneuvers and 
target practice. The battleship Wis- 
consin, Admiral Casey, sailed from San 
Francisco yesterday presumable for 
Asiatic waters, accompanied by the 
Solace. These were to have joined the 
New York, Marblehead, Boston, Alert 
and Mohican in the southern maneu- 
vers. The vessels of the Pacific 
squadron may possibly engage in ma- 
heuvers and target practice on the\ 
Pacific Coast within the next few 
months, but it is reasonably certain 
that they will take plece off shores 
south of those of California, if at all.

Wondrous Instrument Planned by 
Murray M. Harris. 


Will Beat the World in Size 
and Features—To Open 
St. Louis lion. 


By far the largest, costliest and most 
wonderful pipe organ in the wide world 
will be built during the coming year in 
Los Angeles. 


ray- M. Harris Organ Company, 
turned from Kansas City and 
York yesterday with the contract for 
constructing the great instrument. 
The organ is ordered for Convention 
Hall, Kansas City, but it will first be 
set up and played as the official instru- 
ment to open the St. Louis Exposition, 
May 1, 1%4. The actua) price to be 
paid to the makers for the organ is 
$67,000. 
' The ergan will be by rwery great odds 
the largest in existence. An idea of 
its enormity can be secured from the 
fact that it will contain the tones of 
140 separate musical instruments, and 
its volume of sound will be greater 
than would that of an orchestra of 140 
men. There will be 140 speaking stops 
and 99 mechanical registers, making a 
total of 239 registers. There will be 
10,059 pipes, the iargest of which will be 
64 feet nnd the smallest one-half inch 
in length. 

There will be two separate .con- 
soles, or key desks, and the organ 
may be played from one or both from 
any part of the auditorium, the key 
desks being movable and attached to 
the organ by 150 feet of cable. One key 
desk will contain five manuals, or key- 
boards. ‘ihe other key vesk will be 
played by the organist. and the other 
will contain the builder's patent double- 
roll automatic self-playing attachment, 
~The organ will be operated by eleciric 
motors, aggregating twenty horse pow- 
er, and the wind pressure will vary 
from 3%-inch to 20-inch, 

NEW FEATURES. 

But the immense proportions of the 
organ are not more notable than the 
large number of new features jncluded 
in its construction, the latter marking 
a giant stride in the progress of organ 
the most 
unique and wonderful musical instru- 
ment of the ase. 

This is the first big organ 
the deunple-ioli aevice, which is the 
recent invention of Superintendent 
Fieming of the HMarris company. This 
attachment ix only one of the many 
absolutely new features of the great 
organ, but it is especially neteworthy.

MARVELOUS MUSIC. 

It can be gafely said that there is 
not an organist living who will te 
master of the great instrument when 
it is first set up. The new features 
open up possibilities for marvelous at- 
tainmenis ‘in organ music. One of che 


tures is what has been termed by its 
inventors the “double touch.” Briefly 
told, this gives two tones from each 
key, and virtually gives the organist 
who masters its use four hands. If 
the organist presses the key with more 
than the normal toueh (four ounves,) 
a second electrical contact will be in- 
duced, bringing into use any vor all 
portions of the organ. This will en- 
able the organist piaying full, stately 
harmony on the “great organ,” 
through which he“desires to carry an 
accented theme, to bring the melody 
from the full organ. | 

The specifications for the organ, in- 
cluding all of these new features, were 
prepared by the local manufacturers 
alone. They have been experted ty 
prominent orger'sts all over the United 
States, and have elicited universal 


praise. 
SOME COMPARISONS. 

Carefu] comparison of the organ cr- 
dered with. other great organs of the 
world shows it will be fully one-third 
larger than any other instrument cx- 
tant. It will be more than three times 
the size of the famous Stanford or- 
gan, which was built by the Harris 
company, cost $15,500, had 3000 pipes, 
4 speaking stops, and 3 manuals. 

The largest organ in existence today 
is in the Town Hall of Sydney, Aue- 
tralia. It was built by Hill of !.on- 
don, has pipes and 128 speaking 
stops. The largest one tn the United 
States is located in the A. T. Stewart 
Memorial Cathedral, at Garden City, 
L. I. It was built by the Roosevelts, 
who are now out of the business, and 
whose suferintendent and ablest work. 
men are now with the Harris company. 
The organ in the Mormon Tabernacle 
at Salt Lake City. which visitors are 
told is the largest in the world, is 
really but twenty-sixth in size in the 
United States alone, and is eclipse! by 
many in foreign countries. The Mor- 
mon instrument has less’ than 
pipes and 60 speaking stops. 


USES OF NEW ORGAN. 


The new organ will find its perma- 
nent home in the big convention hall, 
the great auditorium, which is the 
pride of Kansas City. The hall is 
owned largely by smal! stockholders 
among the general public, being built 
in ninety days for the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, after the burning 
of its predecessor. The hall has an 
actual seating capacity of 15,000 per- 
sons, and, though {it has been used for 
all manner of public gatherings, has 
never contained a stationary musical 
inetrument. Orchestras and bands have 
proved wholly inadequate to furnish 
music for great assemblages, especially 
for the grand balls held there periodi- 
cally, there being as many as 6000 
dancers on the floor at times. 

The new organ is designed with a 
view of taking the place of all bands, 
orchestras an’? similar musical or- 
ganizations. The specifications pro- 
vide for not only a grand concert or- 
gan, but one with all the orchestral 
and symphony effects. The organ will 
be installed tn Festival Hall, St. Louis 
Exposition grounds, and will be opened 
there May 1. During the seven months 
of the World's Fair concerts will be 
given from it by famous organists from 
all parts of the world, and on December 
1904, it will be conveyed to Kansas

been surpassed. It is a topaz found in 
the mines of Minas-Geraes, in Brazi). 

This stone weighs no less than 1781 
grams, but what dcubles its value is 
the work which has been expended 
on it. 

One of the most skillful lapidaries tn 
the world, the celebrated Neapolitan, 
Prof. Andrea Cartello, formerly director 
of the Naples Museum, has engraved in 
relief on this incomporable gem a figure 
of Christ in the act of breaking bread 
at the Last Supper. : 

It has taken “‘arte!lo ten years of un- 
interrupted labor to complete thig chef 
d’oeuvre destined for the head of the 
Vatican, and he has spent no less than 
$80,000 in diamond dust to accomplish 
the work. 

The topaz at one time belonged to the 
house of Bourbon. It passed to M. 

Hrmen- 
garde de Cintiis Castro, who offered it 
to the Count de Caserta.

ORN POPPED 
BY THE TON. 


Balls, Cakes and Miles of 
‘String fot Christmas 
in This City. 

The kernels of two and one- 
half tons of raw popcorn have 
burst in the past two weeks in 
the poppers of ane local dealer 
who is making an effort to sup- 
ply the holiday demand. How 
many ears have been used or 
how many separate kernels 
have turned their inside to the 
outside in the process of roast- 
ing, the dealer is unable to 

say, but it is oodles. 

Much of the product of the 
poppers has been manufactured 
into balls and cakes with mo- 
lasses and syrup; some has been 
immersed in a coating of pink 
sugar, while thousands of yards 
have been strung as decoration 
for Christmas trees, and bar- 
rels of the transmogrified maize 
have found their way down the 
throats of purchasers, who eat 
it from sacks. 

During Christmas week at 
least one hundred barrels of 
popcorn will be sold from one 
factary alone, enough to make 
a snowy pillar two feet in diam- 
eter and three times the height 
of the highest skyscraper in 
Los Angeles. This is irrespec- 
tive of the output of the many 
popcorn wagons that line the 
city’s streets, which probably 
will sell half that amount. 

This is the first year that the 
bulk of the raw corn has come 
from Southern California 
ranches. Heretofore the prin- 
cipal supply has come from the 
East, but the market has ex- 
panded to such an extent and 
the prices have been so high 
that local ranchers have been 
tempted to plant many acres. .

The bee keepers of California will 
form a stock company, and to do 
business as a corporation under a sin- 
gie head, with capitalization of $25,000. 
Twenty of the largest bee men in the 
wesw | have pledged themselves to 
further the project, and to maintain 
the. price set by the proposed Cali- 
fornia-National Association, 

This association announces that it 
will fix and maintain a reasonable 
Standard price, and will use a trade- 
mark and seal for the prevention of 
Further, it will buy and 
sell bees, honey and wax, and will 
manufacture and gell supplies. Messrs. 
Brodbeck of Los Angeles, Emerson of 
Santa Ana, and Mendelsohnn, Mercer 
and McIntyre of Ventura wil] make 
the preliminary arrangements for in- 


corporation. This committee met here 
yesterday. 


and have subscribed for sufficient 
stock to carry out the enterprise. W. 
H. Brodbeck, living at No. 2423 Michi- 
gan avenue, this city, has been ap- 
pointed corresponding secretary of the 
Asrangement Committee. Circular let- 
ters will be sent to all bee keepers 
wherever addresses are known. Five 
temporary directors have been ap- 
pointed: George L. Emerson, L. 8.

YEARS’ WAR. By Christian Redotf 
et. Charies Scribner's Sons. New York. 
CARCELY have we had opportu- 
S nity to read, mark and inwardly 
digest President Kruger’s account 
of the Boer struggle against England 
‘when there comes another book from 
one of the prominent figures in that 
contest, though this, time the promi- 
imence was military and not civil. We 
have before us “Three Years’ War,” 
hy Christian Rudolf Dewet. 
Im the first place, we may mention 
that we have no power to struggle 
against the present superstition that 
iit is the bounden duty of everyone who 
das become in any way notorious to 
write a book as the result of such no- 


a toriety, whether he has any power of 


writing or not. We are forced to ac- 

‘cept the facts, however little we may 

like the theory; so we shali not cavil 

at the existence of the present work. 

We suppose that the whole surviving 

Boer army wil in time record its ex- 

periences—and find as many publish- 

ers as there are survivors. The Eng- 
lish, being occupied in reaping the 

benefits of their conquest, may be a 

little more moderate in their use of 

printers’ ink. But prebabiy net much. 

Well, we have the “book which is 
supposed to be ied by Gen. De- 
welts experiences, and it is interest- 

in its way and’ valuable in a way 
which was not foreseen by the author. 

Gen. Dewet was a very abie leader in 

the kind of fighting in which he was 

engaged; but that was after all but 

- guerrilla warfare, and the experiences 

which are recorded are not of great cr 

fn any way importani military move- 
ments. At first there is eome story of 
organized resistance and real military 
history; but toward the end al this 
gives way to the mere fighting of bands 

—the sort of warfare in which, in our 

own revolutionary days, Frances Mar- 

jon and Sumpter excelled-—though they 

did not find it necessary to write books 

about their exp.cits, being too benight- 

ed to recognize their advantages and 
duties in this respect. 

Written by the ublest leader that was 
to be found fighting at the close of 
the war, such a book could but be in- 
teresting, though at times it grows a 
littl monotonous. It is weil written, 
with a sewing and dash which are in 
keeping with the military character of 
Gen. Dewet, and occasionally there is 
to be found a bitter jest, as when he 
tells us that “the policy of the biock- 

jnouse might equally well be culled 

-~the policy of the biockhead.”’ This is 
in somewhat startuing contrast to the 
Jlaudations lavished by the Engiish upon 
the originator of that polic’”; but doc- 
tors will -differ, though we personally 
fneline to the view of Gen. Dewet, and 
his opportunities for judgment seem 
to have been unsurpassed. He teils 
us of scme adventures on the block- 
house line, and if there is sometimes 
@ tendency to self-exaltation, we must 
not forget that the book is written 
by a man who did his duty ably and 
gallantiy and may be allowed a Iit- 
tle sel{-recognition. 

We do not think that the work is a 
great addition to military history; but 
there is much to be found in it of per- 
sonal delineation, and there is in the 
appendix much of great interest and 
vaiue in the account of the peace nego- 
tlations, in which Gen. Dewet played 
his part as a commissioner. ludeed, we 
found the appendix of far greater in- 
terest and value than the body of the 
work, though in the latter the final 
chapters, which dealt with the com- 
ing and conclusion of peace, won our 
close attention, which had somewhat 
failed in the account of the mere 
guerrilla warfare of the main’ portion 
of Dewet's story. 

We recommend the book to those who 
desire to krow the minutiae of the 
Boer war. The work bears the absolute 
impress of truth within its limitations. 
By no means as important a work as 


that of President Kruger, it is yet 
of value in its own way and should 
find a large audience. R. W. T

“Santo non adoraro ' 
Innanti che sia morto,” 


Says the old epigram, and even after 
death the matter its hardly to be con- 
cluded to the satisfaction of all the 
contemporaries of the saint, could they 
be brought back to express their -opin- 
ions, save in exceptional instances. One 
of these Instances, however, was of a 
surety St. Frances d'Assisi. If ever 
a@ man merited formal saintship, it was 
Francis; his title thereto shows clear, 
not on the testimony of the miraculous 
stigmata, which may be doubted, but 
on the evidence of his pure, holy, yet 
very human life, as recorded by those 
Who walked with him. Francis was

mot a mere saint, an epicene being of 


ecatacies and emotions; he was a 
eaintliy man, and a man of men. 
Therefore it is that he lives in an honor 
which no one has ever attempted to 
diminish. The veriest scoffer, reading 
the life of Francis of Assisi, will find 
@ new reverence for the faith that cre- 
ated such a man, and will be devoid 
' @f sneer or gibe to cast at him. 
It is good, indeed, to read of such a 
‘fe, and we have had some few fair! 
@atisfactory books telling us thereof. 
If we have been rather cautious in the 
matter of qualifying words in the fore- 
Going sentence, it is because the man 
or woman who could adequately tell 
us of the life of Francis of Assisi has 
not yet been born—and never will be. 
uniess a new Francis is to arise, and 
we fear that this is not signaled by 
_ ‘the times. Perfect sympathy with such 
@ soul were to equal it in its purity 
‘land powers; and the world does not 
‘overfiow with such people. Yet, as we 
have said, we have had some fairly sat- 
‘isfactory accounts of Francis: and one 
of them now lies before us, though it 


is not limited to him in its subject. It 
isa called “Sons of Francis,” and is 
written by Anne MacDonell. It is a 


Jarge book—in spirit as well as matter: 
but we are at present speaking of 
the latter aspect—and is handsomely

That is well said of Fran- 
cis of Assisi, if ever of mortal man. 
He not only practiced what he 
preached, but he preached by his prac- 
tice; and that is a yet better thing. He 
was very human, even in his judg- 
ments; he was not deceived, either as to 
himself or others, by the. evidence of 
emotion. When a rich nobleman came 
to him weeping and requesting entrance 
into the order, Francis looked at him 
with as much scorn as his mild nature 
could hold. “Why do you lie to the 
Holy Ghost and to me?” he asked. “You 
are weeping carnally, not spiritually.” 
Then, in proof, came the friends of the 
nobleman seeking him, and he returned 
with them to the worid. Francis saw 
pool man through the disguise of pi- 

It is not, however, primarily with 
the life of Francis that the book be- 
fore us deals, but rather with the ac- 
tivities of the men who stood with him 
in the early days of the great order 
which he founded. The personality of 
Francis ades the book, if at times 
only in influence, but is rarely to the 
forefront of the action. In fact, the 
book, as might be judged from its ti- 
tle, is made up of brief biographies— 
or rather, hagiographies, since they 
treat almost entirely of the canonical 
lives of these men—of the knights of 
the o as ‘they are well called, who 
helped nels, both during his life- 
time and after his death, to build that 
order to greatness. We are told of 
such men as Bernard of Qulntavalle. 
Rufino of the Scifi, Giles the Ecstatic, 
Frate Elias, John of Parma, and many 
others of the great Franciscans. The 
name of Elias, by the way, serves to 
remind us of one of the qualities of 
the book, eommendable or concemn- 
able, according to the ideas or the bias 
of the reader. It is in parts frankly 
controversial. The author is by his 
own confession ranged on one side of 
the question which has been fought out 
for centuries, and finds reason for op- 
position to one side of the quarrel thus: 
“In the struggles between the two 
chief parties in the order I have 
ranged myself definitely on one side, 
and my reason is—Francis. Not that 
the other side was wanting in virtue. 
or talent, or interest, or in great per- 
sonatities. Jt illustrated many exce!l- 
lent things—but it did not particularly 
lilustrate Francis: and my interest in 
Franciscanism derives solely from ite 
founder, and follows only where I see 
the traces of his spirit.” This would 
seem to be a logical position, whether 
or not well founded in premises of 
fact; and we fancy that few who reac 
the author's vigorous prose—well, even 
if inadequately in variety, shown in. 
the above extract—will take issue with 
the promulgation of the opinions, how- 
ever they may dissent from the opin- 
ions themselves. 

The book is full of legend as of fact, 
and these things are not always kept 
carefully separated; yet generally the 
author marks;the line of demarcation. 
It is a book of the most continual and 
continuous interest. alike for the 
Protestant and the Catholic. It is a 
book which is full of a noble incite- 
ment as well as a most fascinating 
and important story. It is a great hu- 
man document, a record which opens 
to the seeing eye a great vista of 
human possibilities. It takes account 
of human infirmities and in its story 
displays more than one side of the 
nature with which men are endowed: 
but its message is optimistic on the 
whole, even when legend is discarded 
and fact alone remains. 

As for the writing of the book. we 
have great praise to bestow. It is 
given us in a series of continuous ar- 
ticles rather than chapters, this ar- 
rangement being, of course, made im- 
perative by the diverse subjects in- 
cluded. It is written in English re- 
markable for its vigor, vitality, and 
true literary quality: the style is of 
the finest that we have seen for many 
a iong day. In all ways then, for its 
history, its spirit, and its literature, 
and even for the iess important matter 
of its appearance, we have to give the 
book some of the highest praise that 
lies in our power. It is a noble work. 


Mature Religica. 


THE RELIGION OF A MATURE MIND. By 
George Albert Coe. Fleming H. Revell Com- 
pany. New k. 

There is constant inquiry as to the | 
beet that religion can give us, and 
there is constant answer from indi- 
viduals, each satisfied that he has to 
offer us the best that is to be found. 
The result of this incessant agitation 
of the great question is not to bring 
to the surface the deeper-lying 
thoughts and those suited for the more 
earnest of the questioners, but merely 
to toss to and fro the lesser matters 
of theology and orthodoxy. Occgsion- 
aily, however, one comes across a book, 
written in satisfaction of religious. 
questions, which is worthy of consid- 
eration by those who ask as men and 
not as babes; and such a book, even if 
not very profound in its teachings. we 
seem to see in “The Keligion of a 
Mature Mind,” by George Albert Coe. 
Prof, Coe does not now for the first 
time give utterance to notable 
thoughts on religious matters: but his 
present work is an advance upon that 
formerly given us by him. In “The 
Religion of a Mature Mind” Prof. Coé 
deals with the simplification of (Chris- 
tianity. He believes, and profoundly, 
that the faith of Christ jis the saving 


so many fail to see, that tie pure faith 
has become so over ade with dogma 
and theory that it has lost its appeal 
to men of graver mould than these 
who are attracted by frippery and 
gaud. Prof. Coe considers that “when 
life becomes simple, attention focuses 
upon essential goodness:"’ and it is 
the true combination of simplicity in 
life, thought, and creed that he en- 
deavors to find and choose. 

As is implied by the title, the author 
secks a religion, a creed, which shal] 
appeal to the needs as well as judgment 
of the adult mind, the mind which 
cannot accept fable and legend, but 
must fin’ «one satisfaction for its de- 
mands  ° °+* the spirit can be en- 
tirely i ced. The book is largely 
intended (vi those who doubt, yet who 
are willing to be convinced: who are 
puzzled and bewildered over the unes- 
sentia] things, such as definitions and 
theories and creeds, so that they can- 
not find the spirit which lives beyond 
these unnecessaries. The author has 
some startlingly unorthodox concep- 
tions in certain matters; for example, 
his treatment of prayer will hardly 
appeal to many, even of the broadest 
thinkers in religion; but he is in his 
results as simple as could be asked by 
the least exacting. He believes in an 
ethical and virile Christianity eas well 
as a more profound receptivity and a 
truer mingling of life with faith: and 
In this all deep thinkers wil surely 
agree with him, even though some of 
them may widely differ from him in 
his theory as to the gain of 
things. Without in the least attemprt- 
ing to do that impossible act called 
“reconciling’’ modern thought and the 
ancient appeal of Christianity, Prof. 
Coe shows how the two things may— 
indeed, must—be fused if the best {fs 
to be won, how the antagonism which 


seema to exist is in reality a perfect 


element in the world; but he sees, as | 


theee 


congeniality, if we will but cease .to | 
look wrongly upon both. The book is 
not in the least “progressive;"’ it is 
simply recognitory of 4euthna which are 
as old as truth itself, but have not al- 
ways been known in full. light. 

We strongly commend “The Religion 
of a Mature Mind” to all who are in 
need of guidance to the best of Chris- 
tlanity. This is not to say that we 
agree with all its theories; but we 
recognize and admire its spirit and we 
See that Ahose who oan accept all its 
. will be ready for the yet 
bettef things which they seek as their 
goal. It is a helpful book; and that on 
the lines of argument, not of dogma- 
tism. And this is what is needed by 
the present age.

the name of menry Caoot Luuge 
needs no introduction to an American 
audience, and it is one which com-

Its ap- 
pearance upon the titie page of tine 
volume calied “A bighting Frigate, 
and Other Essays ana Addresses,” is 
in itseif promise of an inteliectual treat 
to those who are capabie of appreciat- 
ine the cultured use of the English 
tongue, the suggestions of the siyie of 
the long ago. Mr. Lodge has given us 
in the volume ten essays and addresses, 
and nearly all are oi the first inter- 
est. The initial addresy is called “A 
Fighting Frigate’) anid wus delivered 
in the Vid South Church, Boston, Octo- 
ber 21, 1897, on the occasion of the re- 
turn of the frigate Constitution to the 
Charlestown navy yard. It was in 
some measure a plea for the preserva- 
tion of the grand oid ship; but it was 
also @ commemoration of her eds, 
fae assembiing of her claims to undy- 
i fame, and it contains some noble 

ctures. it is true that when Mr. 
Lodge ventures boldly upon the sea 
he shows signs of it being entirely 
at home. In teiling us, for example, of 
the fumoua maneuver execuied§ by 
Stewart waen fishtiag the Levu: anu 
the Cyauc, Mr. says: “hie 
braced iis topsails back, backed rap- 
idiy aSteia, torcing the “yane to mal 
lo avoid being raed, and inen pouréd 
in his bioudsides.”” Apart from the

speech a piece of quiet melice which 


mace us chuckle, where Mr. Lodge 
says, apropos of the ba:tie of New cr- 
leans, “it did not affect the outcome 


of the war, and English histories woula 
sectin to indicate that the news of 
Jackson's victory was never received, 
nor the facts in regard to it eve 
known, in England." We ourselves 
have noted that peculiarity in Englisn 
chronicles. 

The second address deals with John 
Marshall, and is a mesterly cketch of 
the activities and principies of the great 
jurist. We may not always agree with 

r. Lodge in his commenis, but we 
can but be carried to admiration by 
his presentment of his case. The ad- 
dress on Oliver Ellsworth is hardly of 
wide interest, though it is made unique 
by the fact that in an appendix there 
is printed a letter from Senator Hoar 
dissenting from some of Mr. Lodge’s 
statements and that the letter is 
printed without reply. The address on 
Daniel Webster is far finer and of 
more interest, both in its subject and 
manner. Some of Mr. Lodge's sen- 
tences in this addresa must have af- 
fected their hearers much as did some 
of the utterances of Webster himeelf, 
for their balance and rhythm. We 
consider this address by far the finest 
thing in the book. 

The three addresses brought to- 
cether under the title of “Three Gov- 
ernors of Massachusett«” are of rather 
limited interest, and the paper, re- 
printe? from a periodical, upon the 
“Treaty-making Powers of the Sen- 
ate,”” may have failed of timely inter- 
est, while “Some Impressions of Rus- 
sia” and “Rochambeau” are hardly of 
great weight; but for the sake of those 
papers first menticned the book is most 
worthy of wide and careful readine. 
It is a pleasure to find a few left who 
understand the powers and values of 
the English language...

NOTRE DAME DE PARIS. 
A. Wessels Company, New 
Few more famous romances, as few 

more dramatic tales, than Victor 
Hugo's “Notre Dame de Paris’ have 
ever been wriiten. Perhaps of all 
Hugo's works it dwella most persist- 
entsy and impressively in the memory. 
It may not have the massive grandeur 
of “Les Miserables” or the § fearful 
fascination of “L’Homme qui Rit;” 
but {t has a dramatic power and in- 
tensity which ts not possessed by efther 
of these works or by any other of the 
romances by its author. 

So we are glad to welcome a new 

edition of this famous work, which 

edition comes to us from the hands of 
the A. Wessels Company of New York. 

The edition is well bound and is 

printed in clear type on fine paper; but 

the chief feature of the two volumes | 
is to be found in the illustrations. 

These are from photugraphs of the 

drama, derived from the novel, as pre- 

sented by Miss Bertha Galland. and 
her company of actors. Indeed, the 
set is called the Galland edition and 
is evidently issued as' a memento of 
the work of Miss Galland in the 
of Esmeralda. We who write have 
never had the advantage of seeing Miss 
| Galland in the part, but we have no 
| doubt that her rendition thereof is {}- 
|luminating of the purposes of the 
|} author in his work. The photographs 
| from which the illustrations have been 

made are either of striking groups or 
of the star in different poses. In fa>t, 
there is about the illustrations some- 
thing more of the edition than of the 
work itself; but this will doubtless de- 
light those who admire Miss Galland’s 
conception and execution of the part 
of the heroine. 

As for the great romance which is 
made the foundation for the record of 
Miss Galland’s ability as an artiste, it 
is of the material which defies the. 
passage of time and looks forward to 
a literary eternity with a .calm cer- 
tainty. It is a wonderful book, “Notre 
Dame de Paris.” Were its wonders 
confined only to the description of the 
Beggars’ Revel it would be remark- 
able; but it is lavish with the treas- 
ures it spreads before us. Its large 
pictures, recording the manners and 
customs of the times of Louis XI, are. 
wonderful in their-crewded canvasses 
and their wealth of detail; yet it is | 
in its portrait gallery that it most ap-_ 
peals to us who write. The character . 
of Quasimodo alone were enough to | 
stamp a romance as the work of a 
genius. Then the splendid foil that he 
finds in Claude Frolio is typical of the 
master’s art, while the shadow of these 
two souls, each dark in its way, though 
one in baseness, the other in nobility, 
is brought into yet sharper definition 
by the contrast of light found in the 
gypsy Esmeralda. Admirable, also, are 
the portraits of the insouciant and un- 
intelligent Capt. Phoebus, who by | 
carelessness works s0 much ill to

In Childhood. | 
DREAM DAYS. Kenneth Grahama John 
late, New Tork” 

Kenneth Grahame may not have been 
the first to discover the appeal of 
books ostensibly written in description 
of childhood days, but with deeper 
meanings running athwart their sim- 
plicity and humor, but he was. cer- 
tainly one of the first to make ad- 
mirable use of such material. He has 
scored several successes in this line, 
the finest of them be!ng with that book 
called “Dream Days,” of which a new 
edition lies before us. The book ts in- 
deed well worthy of a new edition; 
and the present edition is worthy of the 
book. It is handsomely bound, with a 
most attractive cover design, and it 
is printed In handsome type on heavy 
paper. The most distinctive feature of 
the work, however, is to be found in ihe 
illustrations, made by Maxfield Par- 
rish. Mr. Parrish has been to sume ex- 
tent influenced bv :rerortes of Justave 
Dore, cgvectally in the frontisplece: but 
this is no detriment to the beauty cf 
the work: We have rarely seen a hook 
whose illustrations better pieased us 
er more congenial to its con- 


noses, which seek stenches and miss 
fragrances—they would find the greater 
truth in works such as “Dream Days.” 
For here is life as seen by the un- 
dimmed eyes of childhood: and thus 
seen it is a thing of beauty, and so 
most truly seen. And this is the point 
of view held by Mr. G , and so 
one of the most characteristic features 
of his work. He places himself in the 
| body of the child whose thoughts he 
records, and he ees with the eyes and 
hears with the ears of that child, so 
that the record is entirely consistent. 
Its humor and pathos are very great; 
but they are far the greater because 
they are apparently as unnoted by the 
writer as unconscious in the child who 
creates them. Even in such a story of 
mere fancy and humor as “The Re- 
luctant Dragon” we find pathos and 
truth, if only in the revival of the 
forgotten atmosphere of our own child- 
_hood, while in other stories—if so they 
may be called—there is constantly 
present the pathos of that which we, in 
our grown-up superiority, call illusion, 
but to lose which we acknowledge to 
be one of the heaviest of calamities. 

Mr. Grahame’'s style is always de- 
lightful, being consistent with his sub- 
jects and characters. Here is a fine 
specimen: 

“We called him the funny man be- 
cause he was sad and serious, and sald 
little, but gazed right into our souls, 
and made us tell him just what was on 
our minds at the time, and then

to be alive two decades hence, in the 
very brief list we should certainly in- 
clude “‘Dream Days.” If we should be 
proved wrong in this instance, we 
should rest content in the assured 
knowledge that the fault in the result

with our judgment. For “Dream 
is one of those very rare books over 
which the reviewer feels himself priv- 
lleged by the facts to become enthu- 
silastic. Its humor is so keen, its pathos 
is so true, its appeal is so suré to all 
who are not actual curmudgeons that 
it is little less than a work of genius. 
Yet withal it is so light in its texture 
that many pass it by because their 
heads are so far in the air that they 
cannot see the modest flowers of the 
fields. Mer®ly a record of the feelings 
of childhood; how can such a thing be 
greatly meritorious; how can it affect 
grown people to tears and laughter? 
We who have put away childish things 
have no time for such puerilitles: we 
must study life as seen by Zola and 


Gorky and Tolstot and Turgueneff and 


be wise. Thus these wiseacres. 
Yet if they had true wisdom—if they 
could see a few inches beyond their

Is not the scorn of childhood finely 
reflected in those last words? All of 
us have seen the gravity and even dis- 
dain upon the face of some child whom 
we have thought to amuse by “playing 
the painful mummer,” and we can ap- 
preciate the point of view as seen and 
expressed by Mr. Grahame. But no 
one before him ever penetrated quite 
so thoroughly into the mind of child- 
hood, and hardly any one will again. 

It would seem to be hardly needful! 
to recommend the book. Surely every 
one, being worth consideration in the 
matter, knows the name of Kenneth 
Grahame, and has read some of his 
most delightful’ sketches of child life 
from the interior view. Rather do we 
set ourselves to recommend this par- 
ticular edition of Mr. Grahame’s best 
work. It is absolutely certain to appeal 
to all whose tastes are artistic, liter- 
ary, or pure. From the moment when 
the cover igs revealed there are con- 
stant and varied delights for eye and 
mind and heart. It is a book which in- 
sures its welcome and 80 gives no risk 
in its selection, unless, indeed, it be 
sent to one devoid of imagination, hu- 
mor, sympathy, and understanding. 
Such an one will find in the book 
nothing but puerile folly; he were best 
left in peace to his Gorky. But for 
those who can hear the music of the

‘ONLY FOUR CONCERNED. 


These four men comprised the entire 
conspirators in that crime. No knowl- 
edge of it extended beyond them; ac- 
cording to confessions made by Herold 
and Atzerodt, it was first made known 
at 8 o'clock and executed at 10 o'clock 
the same evening. 

Ns <Siclals of the Confederate gov- 
ernment had any knowledge in regard 
to it, although it was attempted to be 
shown by the military commission that 
they had, through many witnesses. Ev- 
erything went upon our trial. it was 
fixed in its entirety, and all were con- 
demned before being heard. No cross- 
examination of witnesses, their evidence 
being so deep laid that no opening was 
left, besides counse] declined to do s0, 
.| having no groundwork left to stand 
upon, and so that long-drawn-out trial, 
lasting months, daily adding to the 
public excitement, grew from a.mere 
molehill to a stupendous. structure, 
reared and built through perjury. 

There was a witness to establish the 
conspiracy from Baltimore, by name 
William Spandauer, who finally died in 
the Maryland penitentiary. When coun- 
sel desired that he be ‘produced for 
cross-examination he was nowhere to 
be found; he had been spirited away by 
the prosecution, not, however, before 
leaving his imprint before the court. 

THOSE CIPHER LETTERS. 

Cipher letters were found floating in 
the water at Morehead City, N. C., un- 
blurred by contact with the water, in- 
tended no doubt to encircle me at Fort- 
ress Monroe with participtaion in the 
crime; in fact, the conspiracy through 
the government witnesses grew to im- 
mense proportions, extending from the 
lakes to the gulf, even penetrating 
into Canada, whereas, it w but the 
act of four deluded men, dwelling in 
the City of Washington. 

Retribution has followed in the wake 
of that trial. Numerous, not very im- 
portant, witnesses, died during my in- 
carceration. Soon ter the verdict 
some died from suicide, and later on 
some died in the penitentiary, while 
some served terms in the penitentiary. 
Of the members of the court that sat 
in condemnation of me, I am not ad- 
vised, but the prosecuting judge-ad- 
vocate and his assistants, I think, have 
been called before the bar of God. 

COMPARED TO DREYFUS. 

The late Dreyfus trial in France was. 
a-counterpart in many respects to 
my own; the same means employed 
and resorted to to convict—viz, forged 
documentary evidence, as well as 
false swearing—the same arm of the 
government service sitting in judg- 
ment. But I wil) say for France that 
when the prisoner appeared and stood 
before the military court, he stood as 
aman, as a guiltless man, not as a 
condemned convict and felon weighed 
down in shackles and chains: neither 
was he tortured before and during 
his trial, and was publicly degraded 
{only after conviction. | 

This miscarriage of justice tn his case 
aroused the public of all nations in

mained in passive silence, that no of- 
fense should be given to the nations 
on friendly terms, or that any breach 
of international law should occur. At 
the same time every nation in Europe, 
as well as the United States, had been 
gullty of the very same thing which 
was condemned by the press of the 
civilized world. | 

The sentence inflicted upon Dreyfus 
was loudly condemned, far and 
near, as a miscarriage of justice, and 
the stress upon the President of the 
French republic became so great that 
& pardon was granted Dreyfus. The 
crime of ‘which he was accused was 
false in every particular in his case, 
pe only “offense” being that he was a 

ew. 

RECEIVED NO SYMPATHY. 

In my case, far worse conducted 
than in Dreyfus’s case, I have yet to 
learn or hear of a single voice raised 
in my behalf, or denouncing my treat- 
ment, but, to the contrary, correspon. 
ents of the press, at times, contributed 
scurrilous articles against me, in which 
no truth exists, their hatred not sa< 
tiated although thirty years have 
elasped. 


Age is creeping upon me, I am stead- 
ily marching toward that goa] where 
many have gone before me, and before 
many years have passed will reach |° 
and there confront my accusers, anid 
then, and not until then, will the 
mysteries surrounding my unjust trial, 
torture and condemnation be truthfully 
revealed. 

‘ SAMUEL BLAND ARNOLD. 

Mr. Arnold lived in Baltimore from 
time to time up until about six yei-s 
ago, when he decided to seek the peace 
and quiet of a country life. Sinve 
that time he has been ®*residing on a 
farm near Friendship, Anne Aruniel 
county, Md., coming to2Baitimore at in- 
frequent periods. About twice each year 
he comes to Baltimore and  sp-+nds 
some days at the home of his brother, 
Charles A, Arnoid. Mr. Arnold, during 
his residence in Haltimore, had alwuys 
been looked upon by those who came in 
contact with him as a man of most re- 
tiring disposition, and was ever ex- 
ceedingly loath to speak of the grout 
tragedy or iis surrounding circum- 
Stances that had come to wreck hia 
entire life. 


In all those years of his life Mr. Ar-| 


nold was undoubtedly-what he has de- 
scribed himself—a misanthropist. On 
the farm in Anne Arunde! county he 
has sought a seclusion and quiet free 
from the busy haunts of man, which 
he could not find in a big city: Even 
in his immediate locality in the coun- 
try he is simply known as Mr. Arnold, 
and but few, if any, know that in this 
old man has been locked the story of 
one of the greatest tragedies of life. 

In striking contrast with the once- 
powerful frame and fiery spirit of 
youth, this wrink!ed old man, with 
head and beard whitened by the pas- 
eage of nearly seventy years, awaits 
the sounding of the last trumpet. A 
self-created hermit from the ordinary 
friendships and courtesies of man- 
kind, he is beloved by the brute crea- 
tion. In his dogs, his pigeons, his 
chickens and the animals of the farm 
is his greatest pleasure centered, and 
all of these dumb creatures acknowl- 
edge him as a friend. In these 
friends of the farm, filled tn occasion- 
ally by visits of relatives in Balti- 
more, does Samue! RB. Arnold find the 
consolation of his declining days. .

Fourteen Thousand Dollars’ Worth 


Bought in Havana, Cuba, for a Los 

Angeles Manufacturing Plant. 

B. S. Jarrett, manager of the cigar 
department of the United Wholesale 
Grocery Company, has returned from a 
tobacco-purchasing trip to Havana, 
Cuba, where he spent two weeks buying 
fillers and wrapers worth about $14,009. 

This is the largest 'mro tit cn of Ha- 
vana tobacco ever shipp: d in bend tn:o 
the Southwest. 

“Few peopie in Los Angeles,” saia 
Mr. Jarrett, “are aware of the magni- 
tude of our cigar-making business in 
this city. We are making high-grade 
cigars and employ about sixty-five c!- 
gar workers. We have six or eighfg na- 
tive Cubans at the benches who nnot 
speak a word of English. Our output ts 
approximately 50,000 cigars a week, as 
compared with 3000 a week three years 
ago. Last week we stamped out 250,000 
cigar wrappers, and used almost $700 
in revenue stamps. 

“Cuban cigars are our specialty, and, 
of course, our tobacco supplies must 
come from Havana. The duty on such 
imports ig no small matter. It is an 
ad valorem charge—$1.85 on wrappers 
and 35 cents on fillers. One smal! bale 
of Havana wrappers, we.ghing only 
fifty-two pounds, cost us $552 in Cuba.”

Daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Coldwells 
Found Unconscious and Beyond Re- 
covery--Pathetic Funeral. 

Katie Coldwells, the daughter of Dr.
